Tragedy overtook the British 
contingent of the Common¬ 
wealth monitoring force on the 
first day of the ceasefire opera¬ 
tion today when three Royal 
.Air Force crew died as their 
Puma helicopter crashed into a 
telegraph pole. 

In another incident, an RAF 
Hercules aircraft, believed to be 
carrying Patriotic Front com¬ 
manders, was . fired on near 
Umrali, but no one was hurt. 

Sources dose to the British 
military command here said 
tonight that preliminary in¬ 
vestigations revealed chat the 
helicopter crash was almost 
certainly accidental. “We are 
90 per cent certain of this”, a 
spokesman said. 

Farmers in the Mtoko area 
claimed that the belkoiner was 
shot down before smashing into 
the telegraph pole. However, 
British sources say tbe shots 
heard were probably ammuni¬ 
tion exploding in the ensuing 
blaze. 

The crash happened at about 
3 am three miles from the 
Mtoko farming centre, 90 miles 
north-east of Salisbury. It "is 
believed that those on board 
were a pilot, a navigator and a 
load mas ter. The Governor, Lord 
Soames, is writing personally to 
the bereaved.

Soviet troops appeared to be 
involved in fighting today in 
die streets of Kabul, capital of 
1 Afghanistan, officials of tbe 
United States- Administration 
.said here. 

The fighting was taking 
place in various parts of the 
city, particularly near the 
Radio Kabul building and the 
presidential palace, the offi¬ 
cials said. But because reports 
of the fighting were still 
extremely sketchy, it was not 
immediately known who, apart 
from the Russian troops, was 
involved. 

The officials were unable to 
confirm radio reports from the 
area that Mr Babrak KarmaJ, a 
long-time political adversary of 
President Hafizullah Amin, had 
token over the Government in 
a coup. The Iranian itews 
agency. Pars, quoting Radio 
Kabul, said that Mr Karmal 
had deposed Mr Amin. 

In Moscow. Mr Arthur 
Watson, rhe American 
Ambassador, today reiterated 
Washington’s concern about 
the build-up of Soviet troops in 
and around Afghanistan. The 
Administration’s views were 
conveyed during a meeting this 
morning with Mr Maltsev, the 
Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister. 

A State Department spokes- 
i man said that about 200 flights 
by Soviet transport aircraft had 
taken..troops and equipment-to 
Afghanistan since Christmas 
Eve. 

State Department officials 
estimated yesterday that there 
are now between 4,000 and 
5,000 Soviet combat troops in 
Afghanistan, and the equiva¬ 
lent of five divisions (about 
50,000 men) on the Soviet 
border. Some of those troops 
appeared to have been moved 
from positions along the 
frontier with'Iran, they said. 

Before the latest airlift there 
were about 1.500 Soviet troops 
in Afghanistan and 30,000 on 
the border. 

The State’ Department said 
the United States was consult¬ 
ing other countries abour rhe 
Sorier build-up. The Admini¬ 
stration hopes that it will be 
able to persuade the inter¬ 
national community to “ con¬ 
demn such blatant military 
interference into the internal 


affairs of an independent 
sovereign state". 

The Administration is con¬ 
cerned that Russian activity in 
Afghanistan could, in the Jong 
term, threaten the indepen¬ 
dence of Pakistan and Iran.

The contributions that 
science and .technology could 
make to resolving the problems 
of the global recession, the 
crisis in' energy supplies and 
non-renewable ■ raw materials, 
the uncertainties raised by the 
development of the micro' pro¬ 
cessor and the hazards of 
nuclear power, are -suggested 
in an extensive study sponsored 
by tiie Science Committee of 
Nato. 

The examination Formed -a 
debate between 30. eminent 
people from science and 
engineering, economics,' educa¬ 
tion, and tbe political and 
social sciences. It ptoses many 
questions as well as answers. 
For example, if past patterns 
of industrial growth ’are not 
going to be repeated, what 
kind of progress and economic 
transformation can be expected, 
and what patterns of science 
and technology would be 
appropriate ? 

The answer to these ques¬ 
tions may. lead to the adoption 
of less energy-intensive 
methods of work and living, 
producing less damage to the 
environment. - But - it raises 


enormous social, political and 
technical issues associated with 
such change. 

Yet in spite of the immensity 
of the subject, the overall con¬ 
clusion of tbe debate is that 
“ we are in a position to choose 
our future, not -simplv to ex¬ 
perience it”. The deliberations 
behind that conclusion have 
been published in two volumes 
under the title Science & Furore 
Choice. The theme of rhe first 
is b “ building on scientific 
achievement ” and it shows the 
role of fundamental research 
both as a cultural activity in its 
own right and as an economic 
resource. Tbe second part con¬ 
tains greater controversy be¬ 
tween the analysts as it is an 
assessment of.the technological 
challenges ahead. 

An example of the differences 
is seen in a response to a pro¬ 
posal that by early in the 
twenty-first century a large 
proportion of tbe world's 
energy will come from huge 
nuclear plants on some agreed 
u de-nationalized ” territory and 
from an internationally-backed 
solar energy scheme of compar¬ 
able size. 

In a criticusm. Dr Umberto 
Colombo, the general, manager

Montedison, Milan, pointed ro 
the differences in the timescales 
between scientific discovery and 
technological planning on the 
one hand, and socio-political 
needs on the other. A scientific 
d-iscovety may take many years 
ro be digested and incorporated 
to a significant degree, he 
maintains.

15 years to_ bring a 5,000 megga- 
watr electric power station into 
operation, when allowance is 
made for public participation 
in the decision. 

Dr Colombo says that con¬ 
sequently it is difficult to in¬ 
volve. politicians in long-range 
planning. Subsequent essays re¬ 
inforce that dilemma in the 
way decisions are made about 
Technology, standards of living 
and employment; the techno¬ 
logy gap between the industrial 
and Third World countries ; and 
defence planning and politics 
of European security. 

But there are signposts in 
the review- of some factors 
which will influence society.

If approved, the proposal 
would not have the force of 
law, hot would be a definition 
of policy. As such - it might 
block, or at least delay, any 
furure debate on the possibility 
of Spain joining Nato. 

No date has been sec for dis¬ 
cussion of ' tbe proposal in 
plenary session, and the Gov¬ 
ernment is not expected to 
bring, up. the question of Nato 
membership until after the 
European security conference 
in Madrid next autumn. The 
left opposes membership. 

An -allusion to both Nato and 
the Warsaw Pact is included in 
the final pan of the proposal, 
presented bv tbe Spanish 
Socialist Workers’ Party, in a 
clause which says: “The fact 
dial Spain is not directly tied 
to any of the joint defence 
alliances simply emphasizes 
Spain’s character as a defender 
of disarmament and the reduc¬ 
tion of tension 

The proposal urges that Spain 


. declare itself a nuclear-free 
zone and make every effort to 
prevent an increase in tbe num¬ 
ber of medium-range nuclear 
missiles in the West, and to 
dismantle similar weapons in 
the Soviet Union. 

The Socialist document does 
not include any practical sug¬

Ex-president faces trial 
for illegal Seoul rally

dents on charges of holding an 
unauthorized anti-government 
.rally in Seoul iast month. 

... A martial law spokesman said 
•14 of the dissidents were placed 
Under arrest but former Presi¬ 
dent Posun Yun. Mr Han Suk- 
Hmx, who is 78 and a civic 
leader, and two others had been 
arrested and released. Mr Yun 
was accused of contributing 
£180 to the dissident gathering. 

Among those arrested was 
Mr Uang Soon-Shik, aged 54, 
a former legislator of the gov¬ 
ernment party. 

The spokesman said that 10 
-ether dissidents, most of them 
former students expelled from 
university for anti-government 
activities, were wanted in con¬ 
nexion with the rally in Seoul 
on November 24. 

A total of 237 people were 
held originally but all except 
the- 18 charged today were 
■ released later with warnings, 
' the spokesman added. 


The dissidents had defied a 
stern warning from the Martial 
Law Command aaginst un¬ 
authorized assembly, and held 
an anti-government meeting at 
a YWCA building. They de- 
manded an immediate abolition 
of the political system set up 
by the late President Park 
Chung-Hee, who was assassina¬ 
ted on October 28. After the 
meeting, foe dissidents went nut 
inro the streets, where they 
clashed wirh riot police and 
armed soldiers. 

Mr Yun, who was President 
in 1960-1961, is noted for has 
staunch stand against foe txrim* 
cal system of foe late President 
Park, which Mr Yun called 
“repressive and dictatorial”. 

The stand taken by the 
Martial Law Command reflects 
an unwillingness of President 
Choi’s Government to make 
drastic political changes. 

President Choi promised to 
adopt a Dew constitution and 
hold a new presidential election 
but he needed at least a year 
to prepare the new constitu¬ 
tion. The dissidents argu e that 
a year is too Jong.—UPT.

Nato link 
reaffirmed 
by Turkish 
minister

Turkey will pursue 
“ multi-faceted ” foreign policy, 
but trill not allow this to inter¬ 
fere with its relations with foe 
Western world, Mr Hayrettin 
Erkmen, the new Foreign 
Minister, said in a policy speech 
criticized by the Opposition as 
being too “ pro-Western **. • 

He told the Parliamentary 
budget committee that Turkey 
had “important political and 
economic ties with the Western 
world”, which it. could not 
ignore. He reaffirmed Turkey’s 
commitment to Nato, adding, 
however, that “ Nato needs 
Turkey as much as Turkey 
needs Nato ”. 

■ The Government favoured foe 
installation of cruise and 
Pershing missiles in West 
Europe as a deterrent, but also 
supported all efforts aiming at 
world disarmament and d£ rente. 
Turkey would take care “not 
to adopt a provocative attitude ” 
towards its neighbours in 
general and foe Soviet Union 
m particular. 

The Government would not 
abide by the Ecevit Govern¬ 
ment’s policy of freezing 
Turkey’s relations with the EEC 
for five years. “We want to 
solve foe problems between 
Turkey and the EEC within the 
framework of the spirit and foe 
aims of our association with foe 
Common Market, in a manner 
which will be most beneficial 
to Turkey’s economy and its 
efforts aimed at development.” 

There would be no basic 
policy changes on Cyprus. He 
believed that the Greek side in 
Cyprus' was preventing a solu¬ 
tion of foe problem by “ digress¬ 
ing from tbe principles estab¬ 
lished at the Makarios-Denktas 
meeting.” 

“ There are many reasons for 
Turkey and Greece to be 
friends ”, Mr Erkmen went on. 
“They are neighbours, their 
defence requirements -are foe 
sahie, and they .are members 
of the same alliance.” 

He believed that, most 
problems between Turkey and 
Greece could be solved The 
crisis over the Aegean contin¬ 
ental shelf resulted from foe 
fact that “ the equilibrium 
established by .foe. Lausanne 
treaty of 1923 was disrupted”, 
and the question of the Aegean 
air space arose from M Greece's 
considering a. service it 
rendered as being, a.sovereign 
right” 

It would be in the interest of 
both countries to adopt a more 
understanding attitude. Turkey 
was “sensitive about the arms 
build-up in the Aegean and the 
situation of Turkish citizens in 
western Thrace” 

Mr Gunduz Oketm, the 
forma* Foreign Minister in the 
Ecevit Government, said he 
found the policy statement too 
pro-Western. This was also foe 
view of other opposition 
spokesmen. 

The National Salvation Party,

Polish shopkeepers fined 
for under-counter sales 


Warsaw. Dec 27.—The police, 
assisted by trade inspectors, 
have made a country-wide pre- 
Christmas swoop on black 
marketeers, and at least 3,000 
shopkeepers have been fined a 
total of lm zloties (£15,100) for 
selling sought-after goods under 
the counter, the. newspaper 
Zycie Warszawy said today. 

About 1,000 merchants will 
be put on trial before magis¬ 
trates courts which can levy 
fines of up to 5,000 zloties. 

The newspaper said that one 
quarter of the 13,000 shops and 
stalls in 854 markets, inspected 
were found to sell food under 
the counter and 37 per cent of 
the shops did the same for 
other goods. . 

Dishonest distribution oE 
goods, the newspaper went on, 
actually increased “ existing 
troubles and even creates foe 
appearances of complete short¬ 
ages on the market.” 

Trade experts said foe short¬ 
ages this Christmas season were 
foe worst in at least 10 years. 
Queues in front of butch tiffs* 
shops stretched for more than 
30 yards and some people even 
started queueing at 1 am to be 


the first when foe shop opened 
at 7 am. 

Traditional holiday foods such 
as carp and herring were in very 
short supply. 

Workers in some jobs, 
especially in industry, received 
packets containing 6.61b of meat 
as holiday bonuses, so that they 
would not have to lake time off 
for queueing. 

Cardinal Wyszynsla, foe

We all came into die. seventies 
convinced that prosperity..was 
here . for die next thousand 
years,, and braced by the rev¬ 
olutionary air of * 68 . Ten years 
and several disillusions later we 
'are sadder .and wiser about the 
impermanence of - prosperity, 
ana settled into an era of more 
cautious and conservative 
values. 

-With - the ■ cinema, though, 
things have taken rather a dif-. 
ferect tom. In 1970 the movies 
seemed to have arrived at a 
nadir, to be practically a sur¬ 
vival from the past- Audiences 
had dropped to rock bottom; 
costs of production -had esca¬ 
lated; and for the commercial 
cinema throughout the world it 
seemed drat the books could 
never balance again. At the 
Close of 1979 the industry is in 
remarkably buoyant mood 
(practically everywhere, that 
is, except Britain, where hopes 
of panacaea from the lung-sit¬ 
ting Wilson Committee become 
ever fainter under a Conserva¬ 
tive government. 

The previously relentless 
audience decline seems at last 
to have been arrested, thanks 
partly to tbte steady flow of 
American-originated box-office 
inf alii Wes, from Love Story at 
the start of .the decade to 
Superman, at the end; partly 
to die rationalization o f film 
exhibition with the- develop¬ 
ment of multi-unit cinemas. 
Even- the energy crisis has 
been reckoned (on the ill wind 
principle) to have certain com¬ 
pensations: it has been calcu¬ 
lated that resulting changes of 
social habit could well drive 
people out of their cars and 
Into the local movie bouses. At 
the production end, there has 
been a rising incidence of 
happy marriages ; V between 
cinema and television, in Italy, 
Germany and Japan.. 

Of course, the film industry, 
particularly in America, has 
always acted on short term 
policies, in a take-the-money- 
and-run spirit of plucking and 
drawing she golden goose. The 
new prosperity has been based 
upon the massive returns of a 


limited number of big-budget 
films; so (such is Hollywood 
logic} the scale gets bigger and 
bigger. Films are today bud¬ 
geted at S33m, S-Wm, SSOm, 
as Hollywood*, in Variety’s 
words , ** enters the Megabuck 
Era To show a profit such 
films must gross upwards of 
100 million dollars—a result 
which has so far been achieved 
only by - a tiny handful of- 
exceptional films like Jaws and 
Star Wars. 

All costs have escalated in 
proportion: it was recently 
revealed ihat Steven 
McQueen's price is now $5m 
for a film, and he won't even 
read the script till he sees the 
colour of the cash. In these 
circumstances, the prosperity 
and confidence may be short 
lived; but at least it is a 
cheerful way to see the decade 
out. 

The Seventies have been a 
watershed between the genera¬ 
tions. Almost the last of the 
giants who had survived from 
the silent period have gone: 
Chaplin, Ford, Hawks, Kozint- 
sey, Lang, Renoir—all of 
whom, apart from Lang, had 
stayed active through the Six¬ 
ties. Now only Bunuel and 
Hitchcock, both octogenarians, 
are still active from that 
generation. Of the directors 
who dominated the Forties and 
Fifties, we have lost Jean- 
Pierre Melville, Nicholas Ray, 
Carol Reed and the Italian 
quartet of Dh Sica. Rosselini, 
Visconti and PasoJinL 

Practically all the most sig¬ 
nificant directors of the Seven¬ 
ties started their careers late 
in the Sixties. In America, 
these have included the great 
originals. Woody Allen and 
Robert Altman (whose active 
career goes back to' the Fifties, 
but who only really took off 
with M*A'S*H in 1970) and 
the formidable, triumvirate who 
came from college film 
departments to effect a take¬ 
over of old Hollywood and to 
make the last -successful films 
in history: Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola with The Godfather, 
Steven Spielberg with Jaws, 


and Close Encounters of the 
Third Kind, and George Lucas 
with Star Wars. Some Ameri¬ 
can careers have waxed won¬ 
derfully : Martin Scorsese, 
Brian de Palma, John Car¬ 
penter ; others, who seemed 
most promising at the start of 
the decade, have waned; Fran- 
keoheimer, Penn, Peckinpah, 
Bogdanovich. Roger Corman 
retired from directing, after a 
spectacular career in the Six¬ 
ties, to become a major in¬ 
fluence. on the careers of ocher 
men, including the Coppolas 
and Scorseses. 

In England the sad wastage 
of talent continued. Directors 
like Peter Yates, John Sc hies- 
inger and Karel Reisz tended 
to work abroad; Lindsay 
Anderson made only one Bri¬ 
tish feature film in 10 years; 
the most promising young 
talents of 1970—Jack Gold, 
Ken Loach, Albert Finney, 
Stephen Frears—have still not 
really had the opportunity of 
independence to show their 
true talents. Often the best 
British films have emerged 
from low budget production: 
Bill Douglas with his marvel¬ 
lous autobiographical trilogy, 
made with a pittance from the 
British Film Institute Produc¬ 
tion Board, or such films as 
Hazan and Mingay’s A Bigger 
Splash or Derek Jarman’s The 
Tempest, triumphs of imagina¬ 
tion over restricted economic 
resources. 

In France, oddly, no 
coherent new generation has 
been able to - supplant or re¬ 
inforce the directors .of the Nou- 
velle Vague, established. over 
twenty years ago. Claude Cha¬ 
brol, . with . his series of black, 
comedy-thrillers, and Eric 
Rohmer, with . his conteis. 
moraux, readied the peak of 
their form in the Seventies. 
For Jeao-Luc Godard, wander¬ 
ing in a wilderness of his own 
making,, and Franqois Truffaut 
(though his finest work. L’E/i- 
fant sauvage, was made just on 
the turn of the Seventies), it 
has not been so happy. 

Other cinemas have risen 
and fallen'. Japan has remained 


in eclipse. Spain and Greece 
both sparked into new life 
after liberation from despotic 
regimes. The brief Australian 
miracle began in 1979-74 with 
The Cars that Ate Paris and 
Sunday Too Far Away, reached 
a climax in 197S. the year of 
Newsfrom and The Chant of 
Jimmie Blacksmith and then 
declined into commercial ambi¬ 
tion of poor prospects. Iran, 
too, enjoyed its short-lived 
miracle. Switzerland’s. . re¬ 
naissance, inspired by -minimal 
governmental support and led 
by Alaiu Tanner and Claude 
Gorerta, has seemed mare per¬ 
manent.

The great success story of 
the decade however has been 
West Germany. In the middle 
Sixties German critics daimed, 
gloomily but convincingly, that 
they had the worst cinema in 
the world. By the end of the 
Sixties, Kluge, Herzog, Schlon- 
dorff and Straub, rapidly to 
become international names, 
had all made their first films, 
as. a year or two later bad 
Wim Winders and Hans-Jurgen 
byberberg. 

In the socialist East the 
mos hopeful sign has been a 
quiet drifting away from tiie 
influence of Soviet cultural 
dogma; and the last years 
hare seen the rise of a cinema 
of genuine and outspoken 
social criticism. It has been 
most notable m Hungary and 
Poland. In Hungary Pal Gabor’s 
Angi Vera exposed the periods 
of bigoted and rigid political 
dogma, while n whole School of 
young film-makers—the most 
successful of them abroad has 
been M&rta M£szaros—has 
dealt with individual problems 
of adjustment in a socialist 
society. In Poland, Andrzej 
Wajda, a prominent director 
since the Fifties, and Krzysztof 
Zanussi have probed deeply 
into the psychology of their 
society, and opened the way 
for a whole new generation, 
too young to be inhibited by 
the twin iiuaibi of -the war - and 
the years of fear. 

So far the Soviet Union 
itself has not markedly res- 


Ten years older, five centuries younger 
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The Seventies was the decade 
when we lost Stravinsky and 
mislaid the Beatles. lt was the 
decade when we 'celebrated 
Beethoven at 200, Schoenberg 
at 100 and somebody else 
almost every month. It was the 
decade. which began with com¬ 
plaints that Covent Garden 
could not go on doing inter¬ 
national opera on. k .shoestring, 
and which ended with com¬ 
plaints that Covent Garden 
could not go on doing inter¬ 
national-opera on a shoestring. 
Ir the decade when quadro- 
phony came-and went. It was 
the decade when James Galway 
made Andre Previn seem the 
most charming _ and gracious 
musical personality of the air. 

It was alio the decade when 
we really learned t» love early 
music, with the ending of the 
Seventies, music is not only 10 
years older but also' about five 
centuries younger, for medie¬ 
val and renaissance music has 
now been accepted into the 
staple repertory. Of course, the 
signs had been there in the 
late Sixties. The fashion for 
Vivaldi's concertos as unde¬ 
manding. aural wallpaper was 
followed bv the eager sound of 
Monteverdi’s Vespers bursting 
forth all over the land, and 
then by explorations into the 
more distant past. 

But until the Seventies came 
along we had still not lost our 
innocence as far as the mys¬ 
teries of preclassical music 
were concerned. When I first 
went to hear David Munrow’s 
Early Music Consort, in 1968, , 
their programme, zipped snap- 
pily -through the . history of 
music at the royal courts, from 
twelfth-century France to 
seventeenth-century England 
And Me was not too-much per¬ 
turbed by this, for, since all 
the music was pretty odd, it 
scarcely mattered that some of 
it was odder, and differently 
odd. 

The Seventies have made 
those potpourri programmes 
unthinkable, and my earlier 
ignorance would now be barely 
excusable in anyone with any 
pretensions to musical sophisti¬ 
cation. Early music has become 
big business for the record in¬ 
dustry, which can offer you 
anything from an -anthology of 
thirteenth-century motets to a 
complete set of the orchestral 
music of Jan Distnas Zdentot 

So where do we go from 
here ? The answer is nowhere. 
The barrier of the earliest 
decipherable music has long 
been reached ; history holds no 
fresh fields to conquer But 
that certainly . does not mean • 
an end to the boom in early 
music, even if -the death of 
David Munrow has left 
Ma chant, Dufay and the rest 
without an enthusiastic pop' 
ular spokesman. -It seems lik¬ 
ely that the audiences for 
-early music will continue to 
grow, and - that they will con¬ 
tinue to grow' tfaore : discrim¬ 
inating.

was undeniably determined 
largely by the exciting novelty 
of those innumerable renais¬ 
sance dances and by the touch¬ 
ing qualities aF the period’s 
songs. But for some time now 
the trend has been for recital 
programmes and records to 
concentrate on the larger 
works or else on coherent 
groupings oE smaller pieces: I 
would date the change to 1974, 
when the Early Music Consort 
followed a run of popular mis¬ 
cellanies, “Music .of the Cru¬ 
sades” -and such like, with a 
Dufay Mass on disc. And no 
doubt the next decade will see 
much more of this serious exa¬ 
mination of rhe medieval and 
renaissance repertory. 


It also seems likely, on the 
basis of what has happened 
during the last 10 years, that 
the experience of early music 
will have more and more in¬ 
fluence on the ways we play 
and hear the music of later 
times. Again, the signs are 
already there. The final month 
of the decade has seen the 
release of a recorded set of 
Mozart symphonies played in 
as near as possible the origin at 
manner, with authentic Instru¬ 
ments used and every detail of 
eighteenth-century style faith¬ 
fully copied. Works only two 
centuries old are now early 
music. . 


The “early musicians are 
to be encouraged in their 
encroaching on the standard 
repertory', but k would be a 
shame if their doctrinaire.posi¬ 
tion were to become'generally 
accepted. There is no doubt 
that mediocre music gains a 
great deal from authentic .per- 
iormance, because .mediocre 
music is quite definitely the 
product of its time and not of 
much interest to others.. But' 


Bach and Mozart really were 
creating for all time, and their 
works can stand any amount of 
anachronism in performance 
(yes, even to the extent of 
being electronically synthe¬ 
sized, if you remember 
“Switched On Bach” and 
other nine-day wonders of tbe 
decade's beginning I- Even so. 

the authenticity bandwagon 
looks unstoppable, and by 1989 
I confidently expect to 
be hearing performances - of 
Brahms symphonies in the 
style of the 18S0s and of Bou¬ 
lez in tbe manner of the 1950s. 

At that rate early music will 
be'reaching forward to join 
hands with the modern branch 
of the -art, which has seen its 
own fair share of chance and 
change in tbe Seventies. Some 
will feel more regret than 
others that rhere -will be no 
more Shostakovich symphonies, 
no mare Britten operas, no 
more Milhaud or Dallapiccola, 
but it was the water-borne 
Venetian Funeral of Stravinsky 
in 1971 that took with it the 
last composer who could une¬ 
quivocally and on all sides be 
called great. Another casualty 
of the decade, the too little 
known Jean Barraque, spent 
his short creative life proclaim¬ 
ing that greatness was at once 
tbe highesr dutv and the 
sheerest impossibility in these 
uncertain times, and he has 

yet to be proved wrong. 

Tt has certainly, been a lean 
period for masterpieces. Mes¬ 
siaen spent most of the decade 
marking time while preparing 
for his unlikely entrance into 
tbe opera bouse. Boulez jetted 
away from compositional prob¬ 
lems as' he tried to revitalize 
-concert-giving simultaneously 
in London and -in New York, 
with negligible effect. In. Lon¬ 
don we still have the absurdity 


of four a professional orchestras 
performing a minute fraction 
of the musical repertory, and 
the BBC, Boulez’s erstwhile 
employer, has grown ever 
more grey in its music pro¬ 
grammes, sbj-ing away from 
the risks taken id the Sixties 
with both early and contem¬ 
porary music. 

But there have also been 
more hopeful signs for new 
music in this country. I am not 
thinking here of tbe operas 
commissioned with wild aban¬ 
don by our four major com¬ 
panies : a decade which, at 
Cpvent Garden, began with 
Richard Rodney Bennett’s Vic¬ 
tory and ended with John 
Tavener’s Ther&se is not going 
to be remembered as a golden 
age of operatic achievement. 
No, my optimism is based on 
the _ fact that Peter Maxwell 
Davies and Harrison Birtwistle 
are now both established, here 
and abroad, as important com¬ 
posers. Their major works, like 
the former’s Symphony and 
the latter’s orchestra] Triumph 
of Time, have helped define 
the musical temper of the 
decade. 

To risk a vast generalization, 
the Seventies have seen com¬ 
posers looking very precisely 
and long at a small number of 
ideas, as in these works by 
Birtwistle and Davies, instead 
of trying to grab everything 
into their music as many had 
in the Sixties. At its mast 
extreme this tendency towards 
concentration gare rise to the 
“ systematic *’ music of Steve 
Reich and others, where sim¬ 
ple patterns of sound are 
endlessly repeated with gra¬ 
dual change. But this appeal¬ 
ing American art, almost 
entirely a phenomenon of the 
Seventies, has already reached 
its phase of decadence, and no 
doubt its practitioners will 
find themselves merging into 
the modern mainstream. 


At present tbar mainstream 
lacks both a leader and any 
certain direction. Stockhausen, 
the effective pope of new 
music in the rapidly changing 
Fifties and Sixties, has with¬ 
drawn into his own realm of 
cosmic mysticism in this more 
introspective decade. Yet his 
music remains as startlingly 
impressive as ever, aud if I 
had to choose just one musical 
memento Df the Seventies it 
would be his disquieting or¬ 
chestral dreamscape Trans. If I 
also had to make a guess about 
the next decade, it would be 
thar_ his heptalogy Licht, a 
musical-dramatic sequence due 
to occupy- him into the Nine¬ 
ties, will attract ever more 
attention as ir grows. The 
parallel with Wagner becomes 
inescapable. 

Since we appear to have 
entered upon a rather stable 
phase in our musical culture, I 
risk little in prophesying that 
Stockhausen will continue to 
be a highly important figure. 


its film industry bss had hard 
times.

Those of us in the trade union 
movement uto seek reforms within 
the Labour Party have noted its 
failure, electorauy and organiza¬ 
tionally, and aim to make it strong 
again. 

Our objective is a strengthened 
and unified party with policies rele¬ 
vant to British society at the thres¬ 
hold of the twenty first century. 

The need for an inquiry by a 
balanced and representative com¬ 
mittee has to be set against the 
backdrop of the last general elec¬ 
tion. This saw the largest post-war 
swing against a party in power— 
win the largest swings against 
Labour occurring among the 
young, the skilled workers, and in 
the areas of greatest prosperity. 
Tns fact is that Labour is appeal- 
in£ to an aging sector of the popu¬ 
lation and to rbe least modern seg¬ 
ments of society. V,\? are doomed 
to further failure unless we ran 
adjust our policies to meet the in¬ 
terests oE chose elements in the 
population which represent the 
future -shape of British society. 

We failed, therefore, because we 
failed to project the right policies. 
We need to generate a programme 
which provides a middle way be¬ 
tween day-ta-day pragmatism and 
aP' out-dated socialist fundamen¬ 
talism. It must be a coherent pro¬ 
gramme and it must have a vision 
fthe Tories at the last general 
election were able to persuade 
people that they had an over-arching 
view of society). It needs to 
balance the commitment to social 
justice without which we could not 
exist as a party with the recogni¬ 
tion that in an affluent and 
property-owning democracy people 
are far more concerned than hither¬ 
to with Lhe protection of their 
individual material stake in society. 

We failed also because we failed 
to reconcile our own internal dif¬ 
ferences. We failed ia an immediate 
and practical sense because as an 
organization we lack the resources 
—of finance, of management, of 
manpower, and of imagination— 
required to fight modern election 
campaigns. 

We need the right policies. We 
need to be united behind those 
policies, and we need a modern, 


well-organized-party' based on an 

tiding membership. 


expanding, membership. 

The present system by which we 
evolve policies in tUe party is 
dearly inadequate. Party policy at 
the moment is for the most part 
generated by a small. London-based 
coterie around the National Execu¬ 
tive Committee. The policies thus 
created are then endorsed—and, 
very often, worse, amended—on the 
basis of a hasty, and normally quite 
superficial debate at annual con¬ 
ference. Ic is not surprising that 
the commitments that we enter into 

are unrealistic. Because they do 
not stand up to the realities, such 
policies are abandoned by ministers 
almost immediately. Ministers are 
then forced to fall bade on the 
civfi servants who are not pri¬ 
marily guided by the interests of 
those the Labour Party is in power 
to serve. This is the self-created 
source of division aiid dissent 
within the party. 

We need to adopt a move pains¬ 
taking and responsible approach 
towards forming our policies. It is 
ludicrous that annual conferences 
should be required to take an 
ill-considered view on 30 major 
policy state meats and find that 
chat none can be implemented. 
It is far more sensible that 
it should examine three policy 
areas in detail, with the confidence 
that they are going to be carried 
out by a Labour government. Why 
cannot the British Labour Party 
take 3 leaf out of the book of the 
German Social Democrats at their 
bi-ennial congress? The Germans 
restrict the plenary sessions to two 
days out of the five, and spend the 
rest of the time with delegates 
divided into a handful of sections 
studying policy proposals in derail 
and reporting back to the full con¬ 
ference with a recommendation for 
approval. 

It is not only the intensity with 
which we consider the policies that 
we are going to place before the 
British people that needs to be 
changed. The whole poKcy-roaking 
process needs to involve far broader 
-actions of the party than at present. 
That , is also a guarantee that the 
policies will better reflect the in¬ 
terests of the electorate as a whole. 
Policy-making must be driven back

to the grass roots of the movement. 
Constituency Labour Parities and 
affiliated organizations must be con¬ 
sulted at the initial stage and not 
presented with a fait accompli. This 
could take the form of an invitation 
to comment on and amend a brief 
statement prepared by the party’s 
research department. 

The next stage could involve the 
regional conference. 

A£ present they fulfill no useful 
function. Why cannot they be so 
reorganized as to devote one of their 
two days to an intensive discussion 
on one or two issues of the year ", 
on the basis of the submissions 
received from, the constituencies 
and the trade unions ?

It 
certainly does not contain any 
representation of those involved in 
applying policy at the local govern¬ 
ment level. 

In. practice, among the politi¬ 
cians proper on the NEC, there is 
only a small minority with past 
experience or future prospects of 


exercising government ^responsibi¬ 
lity. On -this basis, therefore, there 
ts a. case for opening...up the'NEC 
to induae 'representation for local 
councillors and for representation 
of (he Parhamentery .Labour Party.

ill theology finally topple the Ayatollah? 


Behind the political differences 
which have arisen between 
Ayatollah Khomeini's regime in 
Tehran and the demands for 
regional autonomy for Azerbai¬ 
jan. led by Ayatollah Shariat 
Madari, a much more fundamen¬ 
tal theological argument is tak¬ 
ing root. 

Since the February revolution 
in Iran, most western opinion 
<eems to have been mesmerized 
hy Khomeini's rhetoric, and his 
fundamentalist approach to reli¬ 
gion. However, though his dic¬ 
tatorial methods may have been 
disapproved of, it has been 
assumed that his doctrine must 
be unarguable. The world out¬ 
side Islam feels unqualified to 
question his Islamic credentials. 

In Iran itself that is not the 
case; though his dictatorial 
methods — censorship, almost 
summary justice and the arbi¬ 
trary terror of armed gangs — 
have all helped to cowe legiti¬ 
mate and authoritative criti¬ 
cisms of Khomeini’s religious 
doctrine. The criticism has be¬ 
come more evident since 
Ayatollah Shariat Madari has 
been thrust into greater promi¬ 
nence and opposition over the 
regional autonomy question. 
This has given fresh signifi¬ 
cance to his religious dispute 
with Khomeini about the role 
*nd authority of the clergy in 
politics. 

Khomeini's Islamic consmu- 
ion would establish a supreme 
■cligious figure (presumably 
timsclf) as the ultimate politi- 
:al authority—and an executive 
»ne at that. His vision of an 
«.lamic government was first 
cvealed -in a series of lectures 
vben he was an exile in Iraq 
•nd now -translated into a 
7 rencb booklet. He maintains 
hat since rile Prophet 
fohaxnmed, on the orders of 
Sod, set up a government of 
slam, that model should apply 
or ail time. Although the 
ShFite sect of Islam, as prar- 
ised in Iran, awaits a kind of 
ecnnd coming from a “hidden 
mam ”—until when all govero- 
■ient is theoretically iJJegiri- 
aate—Khomeini argues that it 
? not -feasible to do without an 
slanric government during that 
ntsrregnum. He cires the wrfc- 
igs of several Islamic theolo- 
ians in support of his conten¬

tion that the clergy, and only 
the clergy, ore entitled to be 
tbe inheritors of the Prophet’s 
temporal, as well as spiritual, 
authority. 

The sources are not in dis¬ 
pute, though Khomeini’s inter¬ 
pretation of them is. However, 
even before this interpretation 
is debated, the question of 
whether or not in theological 
matters Khomeini is any more 
authoritative than his fellow 
Ayatollahs is still unresolved. 
Periodically m Shi’ism the 
consensus of AvatoUabs assigns 
a leadership role in theology to 
one of their number, after 
which rbey would defer to his 
authority. The last Ayatollah, to 
hold that kind of first-sum on g- 
cquals position was Burujirdi 
who died in 1960. But even he 
did not venture too for inio 
political matters. 

The other senior Ayatollahs 
do not ail accept Khomeini's 
leadership in theological 
matters. His dominance derives 
from the Fact that st present he 
has the political authority and 
physical power to lay down the 
law; but they are coming to 
question the nature of that law. 

When the consultative 
assembly on tbe constitution 
met in the summer there was 
much criticism of the clause 
which provided for the Velayet- 
e-Faqih—** the tutelage. or 
control, of the clergy **—over 
all aspects of government and 
the law. There were criticisms 
even from mullahs but because 
nobody prominent spoke out, 
their views went unreported. 

However, Khomeini’s pro¬ 
posal to establish a theocratic 
authority as the supreme insti¬ 
tution of government lays claim 
to direcT political power in the 
name of religion for the first 
time in the 1309-year-old history 


of Islam, and Shariat Madari 
and his followers maintain dint 
it goes against the whole 
Islamic tradition. 

In the Shi’ke sect, extreme 
ideologists tend ro assert that 
all temporal government is a 
usurpation until the “hidden 
Imam" reappears, but such an 
idealistic position has never 
been practical politics in a sect 
which was quite willing to be 
appointed the official state 
religion of Iran in the 16th cen¬ 
tury. However, it was Introduced 
then as much for nationalistic 
reasons as, for reEgaous ones. 
The Savarid Shahs wanted to 
exploit its ideology of separate¬ 
ness so as to detach Iran from 
the bulk of the Islamic empire 
ruled by their enemies, the 
Turks. It was, therefore, neces¬ 
sary to foster a religious 
enthusiasm _ which both ox- 
pressed Persian nationalism and 
separated Persian religion from 
the Turkish variety. 

Khomeini argues that his 
own, so narrow, version of 
Shi’ism should now be applied 
universally, whereas the Sunni 
tradi ti on among the much more 
numerous Arabs is an in¬ 
herently more democratic and 
consultative version of Islam 
than the Persian one. In Iran, 
there seems to be a reverence 
for heredity, end an almost 
mystical allegiance to the idea 
of chieftainship, personified by 
the way Khomeini has become 
such a natural successor to the 
Shah. 

Indeed, Khomeini’s insistence 
of the uniqueness of his posi¬ 
tion in Islam has already 
attracted some criticism even in 
Tehran. Letters are now circu¬ 
lating which draw attention ro 
his oft-stated warning that if 
his Iranian revolution is de¬ 
feated, Islam will be defeated. 


Is he greater than Husain, who 
was defeated 1300. years ago 
without his sect disappearing, 
ask his critics? Is he greater 
than all the other Caliphs and 
Islamic leaders who have pre¬ 
ceded 'him, often in defeat, 
while Islam survives ? They 
warn him of the danger in 
identifying Islam too closely 
with any state or government, 
both of which come and go, 
whereas one should assume 
Islam will last for ever. 

Shariat Marian's own criticism 
of Khomeini’s Islamic consti¬ 
tution, and in particular the 
Velayet-e-Faqih clause, have 
been quite explicit. He says 
there is no such concept of 
tutelage in rite Koran other 
than when (here is an orphan 
or where a family has no tutor. 
In these circumstances, and 
conceivably within a state 
which oray has a provisional 
government-, some temporary 
tutelage is permitted, but die. 
concept of a permanent Velayet- 
e-Faqih, he says, has no legal 
significance, eves if one could 
be sure wfaac was meant by it- 
He has called for another con¬ 
stituent assembly to resolve 
the contradiction between the 
view that “ the people" are 
sovereign and Khomemi’s view 
that sovereignty somehow is 
assigned to the “ great priest". 
Surely, he argues, if the people 
were initially asked in a refer¬ 
endum whether or not they 
wanted an Islamic republic, 
then tbe fundamental sover¬ 
eignty must He with therru. 

Tbere is also_ a growing body 
of Islamic opinion which re¬ 
gards Khomeini's methods of 
justice as. a caricature of 
Islamic justice. Khomeini seems 
to emphasize only rhe punitive 
aspects of the law, while ig¬ 
noring any concept of reform. 


Yet even Ali, say hrs critics, 
.used to forgive his opponents 
and never allowed.Ills personal 
feelings to distort justice. As for 
hostages, there are numerous 
instances in Islamic history 
where the Prophet Mohammed 
received emissaries from hid 
enemies and said that treaties, 
even with one’s enemies, should 
be respected: 

The criticism exists; but 
there is ho obvious forum or 
institution from where ic can 
be launched as-an authoritative 
challenge to Khomeini's inter¬ 
pretations. Islam is an - un¬ 
structured religion, without a 
formal hierarchy. Thus when a 
senior figure, such as Khomeini, 
violates the tradition of con¬ 
sensus and uses ad unscrupulous 
mixture of . .terror and propa¬ 
ganda ro underwrite Us natural 
hold over the masses, there is no 
alternative focus to which 
theological critics can turn. 

In. the orthodox- world of 
Sunni. Islam, the :AL Azfaar 
theological centre in Cako 
holds a special position of 
authority and would be expec¬ 
ted -to deal with any such 
deviation within orthodox 
Islam, 


For instance, it held Thar 
Shi'ism was an offtriai heresy 
until 19S4. Only then did A1 
Azfaar finally recognize Shi’ism 
as the fifth authorized school 
within Islam. Though this 
embrace should now make it 
easier for A1 Azfaar rheotagiajiti 
to .criticize. KhomeiniV doc¬ 
trines hitherto such criticisms 
have been muffled and confined 
to oblique reminders that Islam 
is basically a religion of com¬ 
paction and mercy rather than 
the vengeful authority so 
espoused by the Ayatollah. 

Yet, it is rather as though 
some /extreme Calvhust ideo¬ 
logue -had set himself up to 
speak for all Christendom. So 
both tiie Sunni world and the 
more pragmatic Shi’ito thelogo- 
gIans -• within Iran must be 
alarmed by the violence - of 
Khomeini's' rhetoric, which 
threatens to undermine nor only 
their own religious authority 
within the community but, in 
the outside world, to give Islam 
a bad name k does not deserve. 
'When will they speak out?

I’ve been to Las Vegas, of 
course, many times "before to 
cover prizefights, political con¬ 
ventions and star openings. But 
never with my children. We 
drove tbe 300 miles from Los 
Angeles with not a stop sign or 
traffic light to impede out 
progress, through the been of 
the scrubby mojave desert, cold 
and bleak looking at this time 
of the year with twisted cacti 
and tumbleweed. Through on 
assortment of small towns on 
the way, basically little more 
than pit shops, places where it's 
120 degrees in the summer, cold 
and empty in the winter. 

Wit hid an hour and a half of 
crossing titc state line between 
California and Nevada we 
headed down a hill and there 
it was in the bowl between the 
Sierra Nevada mountains. 

We checked into the Hilton 
Hotel, because it has a youth 
hosttii where parents can un¬ 
load rheir children at all hours 


of the day and night and go off 
ro gamble or see shows. Such 
was not our incetrtion and in 
any case over Christmas the 
shows, are all closed down, the 
only time during the entire year 
rhat the locals pause for breath. 

The Hflfan has taken a 
different direction from some 
of the other giant, high rise 
hotels ou the Las Vegas Strip, 
where they sit shoulder to 
shoulder in overwhelming neon 
splendour. The Hilton has 
banished the high rollers in 
favour of conventions and 
family trade, and seems none 
the worse, business wise, for ft. 

Las Vegas is not obviously 
Christmassy, still they try. The 
-gigantic neon billboards outside 
hotels which generally proclaim. 
“Sinatra is here" or ■“Girls, 
Girls, Girls.” now declare 

** Happy holidays," and ** Good. 
Yule to all gamblers *\ 

Inside the casinos: “ (Mb come 
all ye faithful" fes piped in, and 
indeed on Christmas, eve the 
faithful were assembled, their 
hands seemingly glued to those 
fruit machine h andles. Their 
attention seldom wandered 
except when transferring to the 
bingo parlour, the dice and card 
tables or the roulette wheels. 
The scantily chd change girls 


handed over rolls of coins with 
such seasonal notes as “ Good 
lock—and Merry Christmas ”. 

Children are not allowed io 
loiter in the casino though since 
the entire ground floor of most 
hotels is given oyer n» gambling 
it’s virtually impossible for 
them to avoid doing so. Our 
rwo to and the whote process 
fascinating and stood at the 
edge, open mouthed reacting 
excitedly as each clash of sihrer 
doliars indicated another jack¬ 
pot winner. 

Four miles from the high- 
priced casino strip is Las Vegas 
downtown, an even more garish 
street of casinos and hotels like 
the Four Queens, the Mint or 
the Plaza. And it’s here that the 
real Western atmosphere of 
Vegas can be fa«n. 

On the Snip ft’s cocktail 
dresses and Italian suits—here 
the mode of attire is more likely 
to be cowboy boots and fat bel¬ 
lies bulging under torn T-shirts, 
.lie favoured libation here is 
still beer and the hotels sport 
poker tables, rather than bac¬ 
carat rooms. They serve 24-hour 
gambler's breakfasts for a mere 
49 cents and all yon coo ear 
lunches for SL49. 

On Christmas eve it’s 
obviously sot- time off - for tire 
workers in one of Las Vegas's 


most popular industries- Z spot¬ 
ted a few obvious ladies of the 
night-'-parading their wares on 

the- pavement and the. only 
apparent marks of the season 
were that the vice detectives 
were . stopping to exchange 
seasonal greetings. 

We-go in search of something 
for the- children and discover 
Circus* Circus, a huge hotel 
casino- with a pink and white 
striped big-top roof where non¬ 
stop circus acts perform I ire rally 
over the heads of the gamblers. 
It’s shoulder to shoulder 
humanity. Downstairs is the in¬ 
evitable spread of gambling 
tables and sloe machines. . Bui . 
the first floor is given over co 
an endless funfair with all of 
the traditional .hoopla and 
games, modestly priced and easy ; 
to win,'Ten dollars lasts a good 
hoar and virtually every child 
emerges clutching - a stuffed 
animal won by a ■ father’s 
prowess at shooting; bowling or 
in aur case throwing darts- A 
suitably ethnic ddlL 

But after a couple of boors 
even -our childrens' tolerance, 
far noise and non-stop tumult,, 
which! seems to us normally 
vast, is worn out sad they want 
to return to our hotel for a 
rest and for one of the delights 


of being away from home— 
anywhere—room sesyice. 

Except for tile occasional 
hotel staff member passing'

B ag there is oo under¬ 
lying pfaflosop by of the future of 
energy supply to this co unt ry . Xr is 
to be hoped ttfjar the pressurized 
waoer reactcr is tbe imrbin^er of a 
new-, industrial revolution in whidi 
tbe. rwawes -from oil . production 
wiH be deployed m the creation, of 
an stoeranuaro energy sysrero based 
on ri e c ari c ky end hoc. wafer or 
Steam derived from the' generation 
process. 

.Teh more itudear power statiboa 
are not going to Tie enough, particu¬ 
larly. when we remember that hr the 
-time the-bust of riiem is on fee, 
Berrybridge C, -the first of the 
2000 MW coal-fired power stations 
to ester service in the mid sixties, 
will be well past -the end of its 
design life. 

■ The new power-stations wiH add 
to the' demandfor, enrichment 
serricesrand so> add to the stockpile 
of. uraitium' tsrifegs which are only 
good for btonfaet mat eria l in.the 
mat breeder reactor. The inventory 
of phnosiuin vrafi increase, tmd 
again the fast breeder reactor is 
needed to consume it. 

We ere increasingly told that the 
world is running out of xrr&oiian. 
yet here is a means of gaining a 
measure of energy seif-sufficiency 
for several hundred years. We have 
already buck two breeders at 
Dounreay end there is a great deal 
of ifldusrnnd experience in this area 
of nuclear technology'. 

In our anxiety to secure new 
work for the traditional power in¬ 
dustries, we should- not overlook the 
people who have demonstrated their 
abraky to build the plant that mirsr 
ultimately form an essential part of 
an iotB&ated nuclear energy 
system.

From Mr T. F. Powys-Lybbe 
Sir, In yesterdays edition of your 
paper there is a report that the effi¬ 
ciency of a pressurized water reactor 
station is 32 per cent- In a paper in 
the journal Nuclear Power Interna¬ 
tional the efficiency of an advanced 
gas-cooled reactor station is reported 
as 41-65 per cent. 

Thus, for the same heat input, an 
AGR will produce 30 per cent more 
electricity than a PWR-based power 
station, tn view of tbe current con¬ 
cern with energy conservation, I am 
surprised that tins fact does not get 
nearer to the front of the discussion. 

Can we really be so profligate 
wirh energy as to accept a 10 per 
cent lesser efficiency for the 30-yeac 
life of a power station?

In need of benefit 


From the Chxarman of the Supple¬ 
mentary Benefits Commission 
Sir, I was sorry to see The Times 
(December 20) joining the attack on 
benefits for the unemployed, on the 
spurious ground, moreover, that 
reduced benefits will get people 
back to work. 

Boric benefits for the unem¬ 
ployed hove not changed in relation 
to the incomes of wage-earners since 
the days when only 2 per cent of 
tbe labour force was out of work. 
What has changed is the demand 
for labour. 

The great majority of the unem¬ 
ployed get far less in benefits than 
they could earn from work. It is 
only the small minority with several 
children who may do as well or 
better on benefit. Thus if we are to 
give incentives to work by cutting 
benefits we must attack benefits for 
children. But repeated studies hove 
shown that claimants with children 
are the poorest of aU. And most of 
them are not unemployed: they are 


kme parents who are not expected 
to go tn work. 

There is an incentive problem; 
and it can be salved. We should 
standardise _ and simplify means- 
tested benefits for housing and fuel 
so thar they give equal help to 
people with equal needs instead of 
treating workers less generously 
than claimants. 

Most important of ail, we should 
return to tbe Government's original 
intention that child benefits be' 
regarded as the first instalment of 
a rax credit scheme, replacing child 
tax allowances. Those allowances 
were frequently increased to keep 
pace with inflation. In future, if 
there arc to be tax cuts they should 
come in the form of bigger child 
benefits. 

That will help the people in 
greatest need and restore incentives 
to work.

The public 
image of Israel as n contumacious, 
aggressive and arrogant ” is due to 
" foe vast flow of critical informa¬ 
tion from one side ”. But the truth 
is simpler: Israel has become 


isolated and unpopular because she 
treats the Palestinians abominably 
and the world has become aware of 
it 

This places Israel in grave peril. 
The entire Muslim world craves the 
return of its holy places in Jeru¬ 
salem and the entire non-Muslim 
world craves secure supplies of oij, 
and both are frustrated by this 
single small country, bent on occupy¬ 
ing and colonizing Arab territory m 
defiance of international law. of foe 
Geneva conventions and of repeated 
unanimous resolutions of the United 
Nations Security Council. 

Israel’s friends abroad must share 
the blame. Too often they. have 
simply told foe Israelis what they 
wanted to hear, feeding their 
illusions back to them, shielding 
them from the truth about them¬ 
selves- In Israel’s own interest these 
well-meaning people should, now 
stop trying to defend Israeli policies 
and start trying to change them.

For the union, it 
provides security and removes the 
hassles often created' bv non-union 
members. 

No doubt there need to be pro- 
vitions to give greater protection 
to those individuals who are' uri-' 
reasonably and arbitrarily removed 


from union membership. But in my 
experience I have found that unions 
have cooperated in accepting thar 
certain individuals, often long serv¬ 
ing older employees who object to 
union membership, can be specific¬ 
ally precluded from a closed shop 
agreement. 

There has never been a time when 
It has been more essential for 
management; and unions to work 
together to create profitable com¬ 
panies. Those who would try and 
undermine foe closed shop do us a 
disservice. Now is not the moment 
to rock foe boat by weakening 
something which can and does 
actually stabilise and strengthen 
relationships ia industry.

Fairness of the jury system 


More nuclear reactors mean more 
reprocessing plants to deal with foe 
resultant waste, and-presumably also 
more incurable -leaks a Is Wind- 
scale? A report on Fission Energy 
Problems and Alternatives, produced 
at foe twenty-third Pugwasb Con¬ 
ference on Science and World 
Affairs held in 1973, concluded that 
it was possible that fuel-processing 
plants might be more- vulnerable to 
accidents ..than reactors in that, 
although foe potential for internal 
. energy release was much smaller, 
some of foe barriers found in a 
reactor against release of fission 
products were no longer present (eg 
fuel element cladding, reactor 
vessel) and foe fuel processing plant 
necessarily covered a much- larger 
area. 

This area, together with any 
decommissioned nuclear plants, must 
be guarded against foe public for 
their own safety. All very well under 
normal conditions, but it could prove 
difficult in times of emergency. 

Coal mining may carry visible 
environmental costs, but nuclear 
power carries an insidiously danger¬ 
ous environmental cost because it is 
invisible and long-lasting on a 
geologic time-scale. So, instead of 
your conclusion, could it not equally 
be said that to avoid it seems far 
wiser and less risky, than to pursue 
it energetically?

From Mr J. H. S. Elliott 
Sir, Much of what has appeared 
recently about foe jimy and a recent 
trial appears to be indignant non¬ 
sense. 

Mr Lever (December 24) disap¬ 
proves of judges informing juries 
after the verdict of a defendant’s 
previous convictions. He says : “ Any 
student of law knows that convic¬ 
tion for ten burglaries is no evi¬ 
dence -of foe commission of an 
eleventh.” On foe contrary, _ ir is 
evidence, but it is not admissible 
during tbe trial. 

Evidence includes all facts foe 
existence of which reader the 
existence of some fact in issue 
more or less probable- Would any 
burgled householder doubt chat a 
man with ten previous convictions 
for burglary was more likely to 
have burgled his house than a vir¬ 
tuous citizen witfh no previous con¬ 
victions ? It is indeed because pre¬ 
vious convictions are feared to be 
unduly strong evidence in foe minds 
of lay jurors that a rule of law ex¬ 
cludes their proof. After foe ver¬ 
dict, foe reason for depriving foe 
fury of this additional evidence has 
gone. 

Similarly hearsay evidence is, in 
most cases, not admissible, one 
reason being that that maker of foe 
statement cannot be cross-examined 
and the jury may not therefore 
be able to accord it its proper 
weight. This is foe explanation of 
Mr Sefton’s statement: ‘‘A state¬ 
ment by a co-accused implicating 
thar man is xto evidence against 
him.” But a^aio it is evidence, 
though it is artificially excluded by 
a rule of law before the verdict in 
case foe accused may be unduly 
prejudiced. It is not clear, there¬ 
fore, why Mr Sefron objects to foe 
judge in foe recent trial drawing 
this evidence to foe jury's attention 
after foe verdict. 

The suggestion that an indication 
after verdict by a judge of bis view 
of the facts would lead laymen to 
think that “ foe judge bad assumed 
the mantle of foe prosecution ” is 
surely unreal. It is far better that 
a judge should be free to reprove 
a jury if it does not observe its oath 
and take the responsibility of return¬ 
ing a verdict according to the 
evidence. 

Finally, 1 might add that we in 
Northern Ireland have some diffi¬ 
culty in understanding the alarm 
about jury vetting. The jury panel 
has been freely available to all here 
so long as I can remember, and T 
have never heard of any complaint 
being made on that score.

Sir, As a vacationing American''fria! 
lawyer, I feel drawn to commt*nt 
on Judge Alan K mg -Ham i hair's 
handling of foe conspiracy trial jury 
after it acquitted the four accused 
(report, December 20). 

Despite his pious assurances to. 
the contrary, foe judge regrettably 
chose to close out bis years on the 
bench with wbar amounted to a. 
frontal attack on what we in 
America consider our shared Anglo- 
American jury system. His com¬ 
ments showing his disagreement 
with foe verdict -would be tolerable 
if limited to the facts adduced at 
the trial, but his requiring, foe jury 
to return after rendering its verdict 
to hear evidence of guilt not ad¬ 
mitted. and apparently not admis¬ 
sible. into evidence at trial is not. 
as it subverts the fact-finding pro- _ 
cess by encouraging prospective 
jurors in other cases to speculate 
that evidence outside foe record 
somehow supports a guilty verdict 
in what appears to be a weak jwass- 
cution case. Such inadmissible 
evidence was excluded for valid 
policy reasons and therefore should 
not be considered. 

Another disturbing aspect of foe 
case was foe release of these acquit¬ 
ting jurors from further jury duty 
for life, as though they had violated 
their oaths to well and truly try 
the case before then and were un¬ 
worthy of further participation In. 
the nation’s system of justice. After.', 
a 60-day trial and foe judge’s chas¬ 
tisement of them, the jurors as 
individuals doubtless welcome their 
discharge even under dishonourable . 
conditions, but what docs this tell 
prospective jurors in future cases ? 
It leads to either sycophantic cue- 
raking from foe judge or downright 
hostility to his perceived leanings 
in a given case. Either any, foe 
judicial system suffers. 

Neither judges nor juries are in¬ 
fallible, and that’s why we have 
both in spite of foe inconvenience 
and expense entailed. Working at 
foeic best, each performs an ind*> . 
pendent function in harmony, foa 
judge deciding and instructing ths 
jury on questions of law and the 
jury applying the law as given by 
the judge to tbe facts presented - 
to it by the parties in open court 
When either judge or jury refuses 
to accept foe role of foe other, we 
have a form of anarchy ultimately 
as disruptive of social order as that 
of which the defendants in -this case 
were accused, tried, and found not 
guilty.

From the National President of 
British Chambers of Commerce in 
Spain 

Sir, I shall be grateful if you would 
allow me foe opportunity to express 
through your columns our consider¬ 
able concern over foe proposed cuts 
in foe Budget allocation to the 
British Council, 

As businessmen we are well aware 
that cuts in Government expendi¬ 
ture have to be^ made, but we 
wonder whether, in so far as foe 
British Council is concerned, these 
cuts are being applied with suffi¬ 
cient thought to foe possible long¬ 
term damage involved. 

It may seem strange that a 
Chamber of Commeroe feels 
strongly on this subiecr. but those 
of us who work directly or in¬ 
directly for Great Britain overseas 
are accutely aware of the value 
of foe work done by the British 
Council. 

We are not so much concerned 
per se -with the aspect of “ exported 
culture”. What does concern us is 
that many of the people who benefit 
from foe British Council’s activities 
as students or children kiter reach 


eminent positions both in Govern¬ 
ment and commerce and retain a. 
respect and special likine for Britain 
and for dealing with cite British. 

Many people may also be unaware 
of the extent and importance of the 
Council's activities in developing., 
links between British universities 
and research centres and the corres¬ 
ponding bodies in countries such 
as Spain. 

These activities, therefore, have 
a very important long-term commer¬ 
cial significance which prompts me 
to suggest that the British Council 
is one of the best “ambassadors” 
that Great Britain has abroad. It is 
hard to believe that, with so manv 
other countries increasing their 
budgets for “cultural exports” as. 
a long-term investment in future 
trading interests. Great Britain 
would wish to be so short-sighted 
and we would hone that some 
sensible means can be found of at 
least lightening foe proposed cuts, 
which must otherwise lead to a 
reduction in British Council 
activities.

Steam power and the early 
pioneers of change 


IVirral—Yesterday, Today and To¬ 
morrow. The four main articles 
contained in this booklet, written 
for the golden jubilee of the 
Wirral Society, which bravely seeks 
to preserve the green belt in an 
area under constant threat, present 
a brief account of the history of a 
peninsula, 18 miles long by eight 
wide, which has changed from a 
quiet and neglected country back¬ 
water Into-what one of the writers 
describes as a remarkable place 
because it is almost a miniature 
of England as a whole. 

It was the advent of steam power 
that starred the change. Prosperous 
Liverpool businessmen became 
pioneer commuters, using the new 
ferries across the Mersey to derate 
their leisure to hunting and other 
country pursuits. Then shipbuild¬ 
ing and other industries brought 
the rapid development of Birken¬ 
head and other towns. 

It is an area remarkable for its 
pioneering work. England’s first 
model village was built to house 
workers from a candle factory at 
Brom bo rough ; the first municipal 
park was created at Birkenhead, 
which also became the first town 
Id Europe to have a street tram¬ 
way.

A History of Petts Wood. By 
Peter Waymark. in a general 
historical sense, toe south Lon¬

Mr Waymark traces it all in 
an interesting local history 
booklet published by the local 
residents 1 association, which has 
for 50 years kept close watch 
on the many encroachments and 
pressures that inevitably affect 
such an area only 13 miles from 
London.

Merchant hanks prepare 
for a decade of change 


The news rhat Hongkong and Shangai Bank 
. is finally planning to acquire the rest of 
Antony Gibbs is a fitting conclusion to a 
year when there has been an unusually high 
degree of activity in merchant banking. 

Takeover rumours have continued to keep 
interest alive in some of the smaller banks 
like Brown Shipley and more especially Rea 
Brothers, whose stakes in a number of 
Scottish investment trusts in general and 
Furness Withy in particular make it a 
potentially rich prize when the chairman Mr 
Walter Salomon retires. 

Dawhay Day, which has only just stopped 
bleeding from the secondary banking crisis, 
actually found itself on the wrong end of a 
hid from Rothschild Investment Trust, 
though the chief attraction here was the 
unit trusr and insurance interests rather 
than its meagre banking side. 

Others like Robert Fleming, which is even 
now having to accommodate itself to the 
new Banking Act by seeking authorized 
status, have begun to seek out fresh 
pastures in international fund management, 
which many merchant bankers see as one 
of the more attractive growth points in the

Morgan Grenfell, with the sort of senior

Base metals 

Little room for 
speculators 

Strong precious metal prices often encour¬ 
age speculative interest in base metals. So 
with gold, silver and platinum all at record 
levels, and looking set to go up further, it 
would not be surprising if speculators 
moved into base metals. 

Speculative pressure on base metal prices 
js, rarely more than temporary. It does not 
imply a general hardening next year of 
copper, lead and nickel prices. The danger 
though is this will mistakenly be interpreted 
as heralding the long-awaited revival in base 
metals. 

New York speculation in base metals has 
been fuelled by inflation, a disappointing 
Wall Street, and the need by stockbrokers, 
who are not subject to the same demarca¬ 
tion rules over trading as in the United 
Kingdom, to maintain profits after the aboli¬ 
tion of fixed commissions. 

The fact, however, is that industrial de¬ 
mand for copper is likely to be weak for 
most of 1980. Nickel could offer speculative 
interest because high energy costs will deter 
refiners from adding to capacity. Aluminium 
benefits from the same caution, combined 
with its increasing use in cars to save 
energy. Lead supplies have tended to lag 
behind demand. 

This is all quite normal, and reflects the 
ebb and flow of markets. Each of these 
metals offers a short-term speculative 
opportunity, but unless real industrial de¬ 
mand is unexpectedly sustained next year, 
itis improbable that prices will move up 
into a generally higher trading range.

The tables on tills page, illus¬

These are levies sm 
imports of food covered by the 
common agricultural policy, 
tariffs on industrial goods and 
a share of the value added tax 
which each country collects.

So any examination of: the 
costs of EEC policies which 
looks, solely at budgetary -pay¬ 
ments will tend to "underesti¬ 
mate the cost, to Britain .quite., 
substantially.

Now that the Government has 
shed its 25 per cent sharehold¬ 
ing in ICL, the last formal 
remnant of the national polity 
which shaped the formation of 
the company in 1968 is the con¬ 
tinuing preference given to 
ICL in the procurement of large 
computers by central govern¬ 
ment. 

This, too, is expected to end 
at the end of 1980, but the com¬ 
pany’s future development is 
nkely to depend more on tech¬ 
nology and a changing market¬ 
place than on political factors. 

Changes in technology have 
already altered the face .of 
computer-related industries sub¬ 
stantially. The original “main¬ 
frame ” general-purpose com¬ 
puter manufacturers were not 
the companies which pioneered 
minicomputers; a new breed of 
mini computer companies " em¬ 
erged. Similarly, the pioneers .of 
microcomputers were a new 
breed of companies which 
sprang up to specialize in that 
particular application of micro¬ 
electronics. 

Formed in 1968 through the 
Gove rnm e nt -backed merger' of 
International Computers ' & 
Tabulators (ICT) and English 
Electric Qomputers, ICfc ' re¬ 
mained essentially a nvirnfr^mp 
company until 1976. Then ' it 
acquired the international 
operations of Singer Business 
Machines and the Singer/Cogar 
f"5?ty in Utica, New York, so 
adding a substantial minicom¬ 
puter-based business which has 
contributed much to ICL’s 
growth.

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The decade of 
increases 
in everything 

- the 1970s draw to a close, what 
probably strikes the motorist most 
foout the decade is the sharp 
increase in the cost of buying and 
maintaining his vehicle. For jnany 
people. 3 car has long since become 
the biggest item of expenditure, 
Pot excluding the mortgage. 

few figures make the point. In 
19/3 the cheapest Mini cost £169 and 
The cheapest Ford Cortina £863. 
The equivalent prices today are 
£*.404 and £3,503 respectively. The 
average price of penvl in the same 
period has also approximate! v 
quadrupled, from 33p a gallon to 
around 120p. The cost of servicing, 
repairs and insurance has risen in 
the seme proportion. 

• All other prices have gone up 
as well but not to rhe same extern, 
in the five years to 1977. for 
instance, while the retail price index 
doubled, motoring costs rose by 270 
rer cent. According to the Roval 
Automobile Club, the average

cc class) now represents an outlay 
in running costs and depreciation of 
well aver £2,000 a year. 

But the picture of a nation of car 
owner* struggling to keep their 
vehicles on the road has to be quali¬ 
fied by the large and growing num¬ 
ber of cars maintained wholly or 
partly by companies. Guesses as to 
the size of the company car market 
vary but it is likely chat no more 
than 30 per cent of the new cars 
sold in Britain are bought and run 
by private individuals out of their 
own pockets. 

Some company cars are essential 
for the job: many are perks de¬ 
signed to boost a salary. The com¬ 
pany car phenomenon is peculiar to 
Britain (where salaries are lower 
than in most continental coun¬ 
tries) and is largely sustained by 
generous tax concessions. Were 
those allowances to be modified or 


withdrawn—and the present Govern¬ 
ment has hinted at h—the conse¬ 
quences for the car industry would 
be profound. 

Nor only would the total car mar¬ 
ket decline but. more important, so 
would the share taken by home 
manufacturers. Another trend of the 
1970s has been the huge and un¬ 
foreseen rise in the number of im¬ 
ported cars. In 1970 they took only 
15 per cent of the market and were 
not regarded as a serious threat In 
1979 they took about 5 per cent. 

Fleet customers, however, have 
tended to stay loyal to British makes, 
partly out of patriotism but also 
because they find British models 
cheaper to run. On reliability British 
cars may have a poor reputation, 
perhaps not entirely deserved, bur 
that seems to be more than offset 
by cheaper parrs and lower insur¬ 
ance premiums. 


Without the company car market 
the British motor industry. might 
have collapsed by.now. Ford, easily 
die most successful of. the. main 
manufacturers, owes its position very 
largely to- domination of .the fleet 
sector-. That is why r year, after year, 
i he Cortina and the Escort come at 
the' top'of the sales league for in¬ 
dividual models. 

In face-of the. Import'surge, the 
saddest decline has been BL’s. In 
1970 British Leyktad held .40 per 
cent of the new car marker; ia 
1979 it was struggling to~keep 20 
per cent. It would take a book to 
diagnose LeyiantTs troubles bur 
they have to do with low' produc¬ 
tivity, poor labour relations and 
mediocre products. Leyland men 
would say they have losr out to the 
foreigner^ through not having 
enough cars to sell, thanks to in¬ 
dustrial disputes, at the. right time. 
But even when available,■ the cars 
have not always been attractive and 
reliable. v 

The- story of the British motor 
industry through the 1970s has' 
been one of rariotuLUatioa and 
Government intervention. British 
Leyland was in effect nationalized in 
1975 and the Government also 
stepped in to rescue Chrysler, be¬ 
fore the American parent com¬ 
pany’s troubles at home,'caused it 
to quit Europe and sell its interests 
to Peugeot-Citroen in a surprise 
move that created the biggest Euro¬ 
pean car-making group. . 

The other main British com¬ 
panies, Ford and Vauxhall, have 
both sought strength in closer ries 
with Europe. Ford is now run on 
Continental, rather than national, 
lines and makes almost the same 
models in several countries. General 


Motors lias trodden the same path, 

giving responribility" for" European 
cat design to its Gentian subsidiary, 
Opel, with the result - that all 
Vauxhall models are thinly dis¬ 
guised OpeJs. ,. 

The most traumatic event. of;the 
decade for.'.-motorist .and industry' 
■ alike was.-ihe "oil tirtefs of\1973r74. 
For a while it looked as "if' petrol 
worfd be rationed; some countries 
banned motoring at weekends; and 
cbc. .’future oF the. car .was. thrown, 
into doubt. It was the end of cheap 
and plentiful ■fuel',, to. be sore, but- 
the internal ■ combustion ’’petrol 
engine was fotmdro have no serious 

challengers and should last oufr the 
century as the motor car’s principal 
means of power._ _- 

Although the events of -1973-/4 
came as a rude 'shock'to'.motorists,' 
•they-seem, to have'bad.little lasting 
effect. 'After a_year~or two petrel 
sales started climbing again as car 
milages went back to . precasts 
levels, and more;new cars were sold 
than before. Motorists seemed pre¬ 
pared to make aimak'any financial 
sacrifice, rather than, give up the 
freedom and . .mobility that car 
ownership bestowed,-end by the end 
of the decade there were more than 
14' million cars on' the roads of 

Britain, compared with 11^500,000 
when the 1970s began.

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East Timor 



to war after 
four years 


Fretilin resistance fighters 
emerged from their hideouts 
in East Timor recently and 
kidnapped an Indonesian gov¬ 
ernment official during their 
search for food. A few days 
Iftsr. h> was found near Los 
Palos, in the east of tbe island, 
with bis throat cut. 

The incident was the latest, 
but probably not the last, in a 
war that has been fought dog¬ 
gedly across East Timor for 
the past four years. For Freti¬ 
lin, a Marxist group which has 
Decn resisting Indonesian 
annexation nf East Timor, it is 
an increasingly desperate 
struggle. 

East Timor has never 
attracted much attention 
except when its territory is 
being fought over. It consists 
mainly of numerous ridges of 
barren hills. Only the valleys 
are productive, or were, before 
the fighting started in 1975. 

The main natural resource, 
timber, principally sandalwood, 
has been exploited since the 
Portuguese arrived 500 years 
ago. What the Portuguese did 
not cut was cut either by the 
East Timorese themselves or 
by the Australian and Japanese 
troops who used the island as 
a battleground' during the 
Second World War. 

The Portuguese put little 
into the island. When the Por¬ 
tuguese governor, who was 
sen; to the capital. Dili, as a 
punishment, threw in the 
sponge and escaped to the off- 
shire island of Atauro at the 
rmc of die Lisbon revolution 
in 1974. there were only a 
dozen miles of metalled road 
in _ the territory. The people 
cither pursued their own crude 
form of agriculture or worked 
for the Portuguese owners of 
the coffee plantations. Illiter¬ 
acy was about 94 per cent in 
rhe towns and 100 per cent 
oursidc. 

In the dry season a journey 
of 70 miles to tbe interior 
enuid xri:u 12 hours or more. 
Ta the wet season, even now, 
the roadr, arc impjs-sable. 


While Portugal teetered on 
the brink of becoming a 
Communist state, left-wing 
Timorese students, their ideol¬ 
ogy influenced by the Portu¬ 
guese treatment of their home¬ 
land, began to return to tbe 
island. 

With weaponry, rhetoric and 
comrades-in-arms from the 
independence struggles against 
Portugal in Mozambique and 
Angola, the Fretilin cadres set 
about shaping themselves an 
independent state with the 
help of many of those who had 
served in the local home guard 
under the Portuguese. The In¬ 
donesians estimate that the 
core of well-trained fighters 
numbered about -2.500 with a 
further 6.000, less competent, 
home guardsmen. 

The other main political 
groups at this stage were 
Unita. which wanted an inde¬ 
pendent state but not a Marx¬ 
ist one. and Apodeti, which 
favoured integration with In¬ 
donesia. As with every other 
statistic in this brutal little 
war it is hard to ascertain the 
casualties in the civil war be¬ 
tween Fretilin, Apodeci and 
Unita, before the Indonesians 
invaded East Timor on 
December 7, 1975. bur the 
international Red Cross 
(1CRC) has estimated that 
about 3.000 were killed. _

involvement 

Fretilin was certainly not 
averse to turning its guns on 
anyone who did not agree with 
it, civilian or otherwise, and 
not a few Timorese are in 
feomewhat uneasy cooperation 
with the Indonesians today as 
a reaction to the murder of 
family or friends be Fretilin. 

The idea of an independent 
state, Marxist or otherwise, in 
the Indonesian archipelago did 
not fit in with the geopolitical 
plans of the West, not to men¬ 
tion the Indonesians. Admiral 
Sudomo head of the Indone- 
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sian internal security service, 
Kopkamtib said: “ An inde¬ 
pendent state in East Timor 
would have been like a knife 
in our back.” 

Yet it seems to have been 
Western intelligence agencies 
that persuaded President 
Suharto to move his troops 
into East Timor. For six 
months, until Fretilin declared 
an independent state, he hesit¬ 
ated, aware of the military cos: 
of the adventure and of the 
reaction of his fellow leaders 
in the Third World. 

After expelling the ICRC, 
the Indonesians invaded from 
West Timor to launch a war 
that was supposed to be short, 
decisive aod out of sighr of the 
rest of the world. 

In the event, it has been 
none of these things. Military’ 
ineptitude, rhe murder of four 
journalists near the front line 
and the capture by Fretilin of 
the Red Cross radio station in 
the east of the island have 
ensured not only that the war 
has lasted four years and only 
now appears to be on the dec¬ 
line, but that there should be 
persistent, if sporadic, journa¬ 
listic interest in the fighting in 
spite of the efforts of govern¬ 
ments to discourage it. The 
governments of the West have 
looked the other way. 

Although there has been 
abundant evidence of the 
appalling loss of civilian lives 
in the East Timor fighting, the 
governments of the West, 
quick to condemn Pol Por or 
Heng Samrin, have done 
nnthing to alleviate the suffer¬ 
ings of the people at the hands 
of a friendly government. At 
least one United States govern¬ 
ment official has boasted of 
the neatness with which the 
“ problem ” has been solved. 

Even now, few - 
foreign missions in 
have taken the trouble to in¬ 
vestigate the situation them¬ 
selves, preferring to pick the 
brains of returning journalists. 

The first post-Vietnam anti- 
guerrilla war has been fough: 
with all the benefits of Ameri¬ 
can experience from that con¬ 
flict bur far fewer resources. 
General Dad ing Kalbuardi. who 
commanded Indonesian forces 
during much of the fighting, 
and who now commands the 
military region that includes 
East Timor, from the mere 
salubrious atmosphere of Sab. 
insists that direct comparisons 
with Vietnam are not realistic, 
but admits that his strategy for 
the fighting was a melange of 
ht$ experience with the join: 
United Nations force ti:a: 
monitored the ceasefire-ir.- 
piace in Vietnam and Indone¬ 
sia’s war of independence 
against the Dutch.

The raids through the moun¬ 
tains further increased the suf¬ 
ferings of the civHmn popula¬ 
tion and the .death :pf‘ Mr 
Lobaro dealt a near-fatal blow 
to FretiHn-morale. That should 
have been the signal.for^the 
Indonesians to more quickly 
with aid for civilian population 
to tbe considerable areas of 
tbe emmny that were then free 
of fighting. Instead, the first 
Red Cross surveys were not 
done until . April of this year 
and the first relief .pro¬ 
grammes did nor get .under 
way until the.aorumn.

A furtive Christmas for Westerners in Saudi Arabia 


I his year more than ever, 
Carhtmas was s furtive occa¬ 
sion tor Westerners in Saudi 
Arabia. Made uncOSy by the 
riikncc of a month ago- die;.- 
rad no wish ro be cnnspicuniK. 

In iwo weeks lheir coniid- 
rnce in the stabiiky of the 
country ivas sharf jred- The 
ricz? ar rhe Great Mosque in 
.Mecca, and th* coincidental 
Shia rioting in the eastern pro¬ 
vince seemed hotly blows to the 
5cuc> state It can be argued, 
though, that Saudi Arabia has 
the opportunity nt‘ coming 
through more united aud 
stronger. 

In Mecca, according to offi¬ 
cial announcements 75 
attackers r/.d £3 troops died 
and 200 mer.'.bers cf r\\z Gov¬ 
ernment forces were seriously 
wounded, in iaihat and Qatif. 
Shia communities 50 miles 
from the crude export terminal 
of 'Ras Tanura, at least. r I7 
people were killed in demon- 
mirations and the Saudi-Brirish 
Bank was stoned. 

There are no reports of sub- 
nrqiient inridents, although 


security is .still tight around 
sir oilfields and travellers 
through the tribal heartland cf 
t!i« Nejd report roadblocks. 
Although the multinationals of 
the American military-indus¬ 
trial complex have produced 
sweeping evacuation plans, one 
even going so far as to draw up 
a strategy for commandeering 
the R'jyal Saudi Air Force's 
C-130 Transports, there is no 
reason ro believe any present 
danger exists. 

There is littie doubt of what 
will happen to the attackers. At 
least 220 of the 500 or so insur¬ 
gents are expected to be be¬ 
headed. There were women and 
children, acting as cooks and 
messengers in their group: 
most of the women are assumed 
to- have been Jed astray by 
feminine naivete and they and 
their children will be looked 
after as Arabian custom de¬ 
mands the dependents of the 
vanquished to be cared for by 
the tribe of the victors, 

Both incidents revealed flaws 
in Saudi society. The Shia, a 
community of 80,000 strung out 


along the Gulf coast live cut off 
front the rivers of plenty that 
flow to other Saudis, and are 
subjected to constant harass¬ 
ment and arrest. There is no 
Shia ia a senior government 
position. 

Public observance nf the 
Ashura is banned, bat this year, 
prompted by Iran, the richt to 
march was demanded. There are 
7,000 Shia in the vrorkforce of 
19.000 of the Arabian American 
Oil Company which lifts a!] but 
a fraction of Saudi crude. 

The rioting was clearly 
prompted by a surge in con¬ 
fidence after Iran, but officials 
believe tbe Mecca incident was 
simply an isolated outburst of 
Faruaricism. The attackers were 
Sunni, several Bedouin and 
mainly students at the religious 
universities, thus owing allegi¬ 
ance to the narrowest tenets of 
Islam. 

They were almost ail Sauc:. 
with only a smattering from 
Pakistan, Egypt. Somalia. Mor- 
ncCo. and North and South 
Yemen- The group is thought to 
have links with an underground 
studenr reform society and the 


Government apparently thinks 
that no foreign influence was at 
work.

Sir, There have been a number 
of recent reports of the way in 
winch pension funds, insurance 
companies and other financial 
institutions are 1 trying to 
channel funds to the smaller 
company.- Even if the institu¬ 
tions. invest a wtfnbnal percent¬ 
age of their funds'in really 
small businesses this would 
u n do u btedly give a much 
needed boost to young industry 
in Bricaan. 

Yet, while these initial moves 
by the. institutions must be 
welcomed, one must question 
the practicality of their inten¬ 
tions. To identify those small 
businesses or even start up 
opermions whose long-term 
prospects warrant investment; 
requires e .hagh degree of ex¬ 
perience in assessmg intang¬ 
ibles which defy numerical 
analysis, -prospects of success 
or tosal failure for instance 
often, depending on the one 
entrepreneur. 

The fund managers of the 
financial institutions are re¬ 
sponsible for the investment of 
mslEons of pounds and are 
preoccupied, in the main, with 
risk avoidance- They seldom 
wiH either command the indus¬ 
trial' management experience 
for.assessing smaBer companies 
or mdeed will be able to devote 
tiie time to conduct such, an 
exercise- 

It has already been reported 
that the Fuse Office Pension 
Fuad’s investment venture in 
smaH companies is expecting to 
have a failure rote of 30 per 
cent but that wdH depend on 
the degree of experience and 
entrepreneurial involvement of 
those who make the investment 
derision. . , 

Moreover, it is not samply a 
question of investing in small 
companies and then forgetting 
about one’s investment, _ as, is 
often the case if investing' in 
larger companies. 

Frequently, cbe truly small 
company requires some asnst- 
anry in fld&AQ to Sszqccl Hjc 
investor fflywrU therefore be 
equipped ' to act as an entire- 
preneurfail partner, rather <taan 
regard the investee company se, 
just another assffl in his port¬ 
folio. ■ • ' ' 

Those of us who specialize an 
providing finance to really 
small companies feel that the 
institutions would need to build 
op very new expertise in their 
face-ro^ace approach to the 
promising and usually quite 
self-confiden* ottreprexveor. 
This expertise is not gained 
ovemight : and perhaps a for¬ 
mula can be worked out which 
would allow rise funds of the 
institutions-to be matched up 
with the expertise and experi¬ 
ence of toe venture ca pital 
experts, much in lie same way 
tha t has occurred in the United 
States. 

In tins way, small companies 
which need a cnimbmation of. 
finance and international mar¬ 
keting g y ' ug fjM ir ft can. be 
helped.to become viable nuclei 
for the nert generation of 
British industry, to succeed in 
world, markets winch will be 
increasingly subjected to cross-.
